' Though the trusts are full of grafters,

' an d on e of its officials on e d ay gleeful­ 
ly an uoun eed to P resid en t Roberts of 
the Pen n sylvan ia th a t the Baltim ore 
an d Ohio had the m atter cin ched . He 
had coun ted w ithout C assatt, however. 
T h at youn g man had seen w hat w as 
com in g an d had quietly located a block 
of stock of which the B altim ore an d 
Ohio official w as ign oran t. It w as this 
block of stock which secured the much 
souuht lin e for the Pen n sylvan ia aud 
which also secured C assatt the first 
vice presid en cy. 
In 1880 the progressives thought th a t 
Sir. C assatt should be elected to the 
presid en cy of the road . The con serva­ 
tives won , however, an d as a result 
tw o years later he practically left rail­ 
road in g aud w en t on to a fin e stock 
farm n ear Philad elphia. 
He still re­ 
m ain ed a d irector of the com pauy an d 
in itiated m an y of its policies, but to all 
in ten ts aud purposes he rem ain ed In 
retirem en t for seven teen years.

w as a breed er of fast horses an d be­ 
cam e on e of the lead ers on the turf as 
he had before been w ith fast Iron 
horses. 
Upon the d eath of the form er presi­ 
d en t the Pen n sylvan ia con clud ed th at 
it n eed ed C assatt. 
The story of the 
m an n er of that choice Is In terestin g. 
The d irectors agreed th at the man 
should be chosen who had been re­ 
spon sible for most im provem en ts.

each on e of these w as checked off It 
w as foun d th at C assatt had proposed 
practically all of them . 
C assatt there­ 
fore w as the mau.

the greatest railroad system on earth. 
On e of the most sen sation al episod es 
of the Pen n sylvan ia presid en t’s career 
w as his fight again st the W estern U n ­ 
ion Telegraph com pan y, in volvin g the 
pow erful Gould an d Rockefeller In ter­ 
ests. 
He carried this tight to the poin t 
of tearin g d own the poles an d wires. 
A less courageous m an would have 
hesitated before m akin g au en emy of 
th at puissan t com bin ation . 
T hat is 
C assatt * stron g poin t. 
He d ares to 
m arch straight ahead wrheu others fear 
to take a sin gle step. 
Mr. C assatt is tall, athletic, uses his 
m uscles an d lun gs as w ell as his head 
an d is stron g an d vigorous in bod y as 
w ell as In min d . 
H e is a wid ely In ­ 
form ed m an , an en tertain in g con versa­ 
tion alist, a good story teller aud a 
m au w l v alw ays lead s w herever he 
happen s to be.
